Battering Seas Take Lands as Toll as Result of Constant 


Erosion; Much Soil Is Reclaimed to Counteract 


Loss as Far as Concerns Area

"I have brought home some 
striking 


painted portraits of the Roman period dis- 
covered at Hawara," lie said. "The first 
series was discovered as far bach aa 1888 
and some of the finest -are in the national 
gallery. The recent finds Include portraits 
of men and women and Judging from the 
style of dressing the hair, one cannot be 
far out in believing that they date from 
100 to 250 A. D. 


"A few are tainted on canvas. This 
appears .to have beon employed before 
the adoption of cedar panels. Some,- are 
painted in thin color, apparently water 
color, perhaps with white o£ egg as a 
body. The greater number are painted 
with colored wax laid on in a melted 
state with a brush. They ore evidently 
portraits painted after death. In order to 
be placed with the mummy. 
"In this period of mummies, with the 
portraits, were kept in the house for 
many years. 
Probably for one or two 
generations they stood in the colonnade 
around .the atrium and seemed to pre- 
serve the continuity of the family life 
that went on around them.

The 'emperor had been very firm on 


the point. 
It was one of his great 


objects that every available member 
of the Imperial family should contract 
matrimonial alliances with the reign- 
ing houses of Europe, more especially, 
so it is said, as he had failed to do so 
himself. 
Though the Princess Clo- 


tilde, who possessed in a marked de- 
gree the strength "of character of her 
•house, never took the public into, her 
confidence if her marriage was a fail- 
ure, she was universally believed to 
have been an Hl-used wife.' 


The war of 1876 changed the for- 


tune of the Bonaparte family. 
The 


empress, and later the emperor, came 
to England, and Princess Clotilde and 
her "husband flea to Italy. They had 


two sons and one daughter. The elder 
son, Napoleon Victor, 
now In his

ber 14 last, at Moncalieri, the late 
Princess Clementine, youngest daugh- 
ter of Leopold II, the late King of the 
Belgians. He is the, accepted head of 
the Bonapartists, and if a Napoleon 
ever again retgns at the Tuil-sries, it 
will probably- be Prince 
Victor, 
or 


some descendant of his.

CATTLE IN J3LACK "HILLS 


SIOUX FALLS, S. D. — The United 


States Government, through the offi- 
cers of the forestry service, has come 
to tho relief of the 
cattlemen 
and 


horse raisers of the Black Hills and 
adjacent territory, whose range 
has 
been burned off by the excessively hot 
and dry weather in that part of the 
Northwest. . 
The feed for the cattle and horses 


has been reduced to the minimum, 
and more serious even than this lack 
of feed IK the fact that water holes 
have become dry over many parts of 
the range and there Is no sufficient 
water to supply the wants of the. anl- 
sials. 


Tho forestry service has decided to 


jermit cattle and horses to be placed 
In tho Black Hills forest reserve un- 
der a lease system. 


Applications have been made to the 


grazing of about 600 head of .cattle 
and nearly 1000 head of horses in 
the Black Hills forest reserve. 
The 
Department of Agriculture has auth- 
orized the grazing of 10,000 head of. 
cattle or horses in each .of the .two 
divisions of the Black Hills forest re- 
serve, and there is no. doubt that ad- 
ditional applications will run the. num- 
ber of cattle and horses to be grazed 
there up to the full number allowed.

And after It comes tin; great books •writ- 
ten by those who have walked through 
the Valley of the Shadow, yet have corne

tinues to send its gleam down the ages. 
Ono understands 
the 
Hubalyat better 


for Mr. Fitch's analysis of It, and one 
Is very- glad that In his best books are 
Included "Tho Imitation of Christ," and 
"The Confessions of St. Augustine." 


Many familiar things 
look 
up at-ue 


from these pages. There are the old pic- 
tures from Pilgrim's Progress, and we 
read about our old friend Dr. Jonson 
and his Boswell, and the "Pilgrim's Pro- 
gress" is followed by "Robinson Crusoe." 
Mr. Fitch says of the latter:

FOOD FOR FISH. 


LONG the Atlantic coast 


menhailden 
fisheries 
are 


now in 
the 
midst of a 


busy season. Keeping paco 
•with the times, owners of 
the vessels have placed 
wireless telegraph outfits 
on the steamers so that 
the crews 
may 
keep in 


touch with each other and respond to 
falls /or uicl when unusually large schools 
Df fish nro encountered. 


The 
mcnhadan 
fishing 
industry has 


reached proportions that bring: the total 
from UK- deer up into millions of dollars 
and is exceeded in point of revenue by the 
oyster only. 


Over §5,000,000 is Invested In the busi- 


ness ami over 500,000 barrels of oil and 
thousands of tons of fertilizer are every 
year wrested from the grasp of old Nep- 
tune by this great industry. Nearly two 
thousand men and well on to two hundred 
vessels arc required to properly conduct 
the ocean end of the business while other 
thousands of men refine tho product in 
half a hundred factories along the Atlan- 
tic coast. 


Tho average value of the manufactured 


products from these factories for a num- 
ber of years has been considerably over 
$1.000,000 a year. 


Useless for food, the menhaden has long 


been regarded as tho most mysterious fiah 
on the Atlantic seaboard. Although bill- 
ions are destroyed every year, the supply 
appears to bo not at all diminished. In- 
fi>?ed. tho manufacturers say' that In no 
season Is more than one-fifth of the sup- 
ply taken, and as tho fishing is not done 
In a spawning season thero is little effect 
3n the propagation. 


Where the menhaden come from 
In 
early summer and gro in autumn.is an un- 
solved question. 
They begin to run in 


tho spring at the Gulf of Mexico, and aro 
followed northward by the fishing fleets 
until Maine is reached. 


Even more mysterious than the ap- 


pearance In tho Spring and the dlsappear- 


Tho conclusion has been forced upon 


naturalists that the menhaden, by some 
wise provision of nature, Is intended for 
feeding other denizens of the deep, just 
as certain land animals seem intended 
solely for the feeding of others, which In 
turn are valuable as food for man. 


For instance, when you eat bluefish, 


bonitas, wcakfish, bass, codfish, you are 
moro than likely consuming nothing but 
assimilated menhaden, which largely fur- 
nishes food for these fish. . • 


One reason apart from their numbers, 


. which makes the menhaden seem intended 
as food (or other fish, la that they swim in 
closely packed, unwieldy masses, helpless 
as flocks of sheep, close to the surface, 
whoro they are at the mercy of every 
enemy, destitute of means of defense or 
offense, a pitiable, forlorn horda. 


Feeding upon vegetable matters, usu- 


ally the organic substances at tho mouths 
of rivers, the menhaden have a very un- 
pleasant flavor, and few people consider 
them wholesome food. The menhaden In- 
dustry is by no means -modern in its ori- 
gin; 
as far back as 1682, in Virginia, it 


was known that fish spread over ths flelds 
made a very good fertilizer; and it was 
recorded that a.n Indian had taught the 
early settlers its virtues. 


But It was not until 1S50 that tho value 


of this fish as a producer of oil was dis- 
covered. And it was a poor woman who 
made the dlsscovery. She was Mrs. John 
Bartlett, of Blue Hill, Maine, and the fact 
that oil rose to the surface of the water 
when sha 
holloa 
menhaden 
for 
her 


chickens suggested to her the commercial 
possibilities in the fish. 
- 
! 


The first year the Bartlett family made 


$143 by shipping the oil to. Boston where 
it was so highly appreciated that men- 
haden factories were quickely established 
and fishing fleets organized. 


"When you grease a piece of machinery 


or fill a miner's lamp you are more than 
likely using the product of this fishing 
and grinding operation that is going: on 
all alone tho Atlantic seaboard. The oil 
squeezed from the flsh as they are forced 
between the great rollers is an indispen- 
sable article of modern commerce. 


FERTILIZING FIELDS. 
Xo less Important is the other use to 
;hich the carcasses are put—the fertil- 


ization of flelds. 
There are 
but 
two 


sources from which the organic ammonia 
used in fertilizers Is derived, the bone 
and tankage furnished by meat packers 
and the fish scrap furnished by the men- 
haden industry. 


The men engaged In the Industry are 


typical fishermen, differing hut slightly 
from those picturesque fellows •fl'ho man 
the oyster boats of Chesapeake Bay. 


They are hardy, 
muscular 
men, no 


weakling would last twenty-four hours in 
this strenuous employment. Most of them 
are young men, unmarried, or else men 
whose married life has been broken in 
upon by the persistent call of tho salt 
waves. 


Since the fishing1 Is done by daylight, 


it !s not necessary for the crew to often 
sleep or eat on board; they secure quar- 
ters where the boat ties np for the night 
or at the factory site. 


For only four months are they thus en- 


gaged, and at other seasons either se- 
cure land employment or ship on other 
kinds of craft. 
Tho menhaden fishery 


business has received 
much 
attention 


from Congress and the legislatures of the 
seaboard' States, and from federal and 
State courts. 
This attention has been 


based upon a tendency in many quarters 
to regard the 
menhaden fishermen as 


nothing less than, pirates. The business 
has encountered" great opposition on ac- 
count of other fishes, especially those spe- 
cies which prey upon the menhaden and 
are taken by anglers and In the profes- 


sional line fisheries. 


A few years ago Hugh M. Smith, M. D., 


investigated such .charges for tho United 
States Fish Commission. 
For 
three 


months' observations •were made aboard 
several of the biggest menhaden vessels. 
An analysis of tho records showed that 
there were taken with the menhaden 
some sixty species of fishes, most of 
them flsh that, like the menhaden, swim 
on the surface, such as blueflsh, ale- 
wives, shad, butterfish and mackerel. 


The menhaden fishermen contend that 


there Is no proof that their operations 
have, remotedly affected the abundance 
of other fish. 
By some legislatures the 


space beyond a three mile limit from 
shore is regarded as the 'proper field for 
menhaden fishing. But these laws have 
been scarcely effective because the ques- 


tion of 
constitutionality 
has debarred 


states from assuming jurisdiction over 
this zone so that ;he capture of men- 
haden Is attended by >mt fsw restrictions 
as to fishing grounds. 


Indeed, observations rn^de on tha Ari- 


zona, and the J. "W. Hawkins, two of th« 
largest menhaden vessels, shu-wed that th» 
greatest 
number 
of 
menhaden 
wero 


caught between one and' two titles from 
the shore, and millions were caught with- 
in one mile. However, "stabs" tros^ prof- 
itably made as far as nine arid K half 
miles from the shore. 


Congress has thus far refused to p^Wi 


a national law restricting menhalen fish' 
ing. In New Jersey waters each etearnei 
and sailing vessels must pay a. fe.> rang- 
ing from $100 to $200 a year for a l.'cense*

5liv^ro:irnc'nt where there are no irksome 
EiXiap duties. 


Frequently these retreats are hoary old 


castles th;n have frowned upon the pass- 
tiifr ages. In eve;y case they impress the 
eye Dy their beauty and arc almost al- 
most always richly ondown-l. 


Such Convents for noble women are 


to be found in Oonnnny, in the Baltic 
provinces of tiusyin. and more especially 
In Denmark, under the patronage of roy- 
BHy. The sister of the late? King of Den- 
mark, for instance, wns abbess of the 
convent for titled women at Itzehoe, in 
the duchy of Holstcin. Prussia. 


But .t'ftc principal Brinish specimen Is 


the caMl-i of Vallo, a huge nnd ancient 
building large enough to house a regi- 
ment, Imt kept exclusively for the use of 
thf* biue-bloode'l sisterhood. 


The castlo of Vallo is an earthly para- 


dise, • "far from 
the madding: crowd," 


protected against the outer world by dou- 
ble moats, and surrounded by a glorious 
park. 
Poverty is a word that has no 


meaning in this palace of peace and lux- 
ury, 
for the community owns thousands 


or fertile acres, forests in plenty, a score 
of churches and several manor houses. 


Beautiful-' in itself, the castle has an 


atmosphere of thrilling human interest 
by reason of its history. This picturesque 
pile of feudal masonry was built by Chan- 
cellor Peder Oxe, who died in 1575, and 
if you travel from end to end of Denmark 
you will see no more Imposing sight than 
meets the view as yon cross the ancient 
drawbridge, flanked 
by 
tho weather- 
beaten effigies of lions. 


Through marriage and inheritance, the 


castle has passed from one great nobla 
family to another- till, in 1718. it became 
the property of King Frederick II.

sively by the families of Thott, Rosen- 
crantz .and Skeel. In 1030 Ellen Marsvin 
gave It to her daughter.

One or the. brightest girls In the school 


is deaf, and, dumb, though she holds a 
college certificate. 


"Yes, I think .the school will succeed,"

only to teach farming:, as they do in the 
colleges, but to carry along the work 
right with it.

ing events with the keen eye of tho 
philosopher—far removed from

confines of the partisan political arena

little cause for national worry.

Jones and her little sister^

Then he pulled the man who had*' been 
running tha elevator out, and, leaning 
forward, attempted to adjust the lever. 


Suddenly the car started. Handry.was 


not quick 
-Hough, anil he was caught 


between the iloor and the side of the car. 
His head was torn off and part of his 
body rolled into the car with .the girls

constitution, abolishing slavery, which

It was referred to the judiciary com-j 
mittee. The' resolution, as submitted .1 
by. me, consisted of two articles, the 
first of which was intended to abolish 
slavery and the .second-was made to 
facilitate the process of amending, the 
constitution," he said, measuring his. 
words'in-'a cool, calm, judicial manner. 
-.. "The. first, as introduced by me, "was 
In .these'.-words:.''Article.•!—Slavery or- 
! involuntary servitude, except as. a pun- 
j ishment for_ crime, shall not- exist iri. 
.the-United States.'' - On February"10 


•I the committee-reported back .the reso- 


lution, omitting the-isecond .article, en- 
l.tirely.and amending the rirst-so'.as to 
j read. - 'Neither.-slavery nor. involuntary 
1 servitude, except, as a punishment for 
I crime, whereof'the party shall have 
i been. ;duly convicted, shall exist in the 
I United States :or-Iri any place subject 
to their jurisdiction. Article 2—Con- 
gress shall have power'to.enforce this 
article -by- appropriate legislation.' 


"I.w'ent to;Mr. Lincoln and told him 


there was but one way out of the 
situation" and. that..was . Congressional 
action. A-re»oJutlon coming irom_oo« 


of the strong abolition men -would not 
be taken 'favorably by the border state 
men; there was but one course left 
and that was for a border, man to take 
the initiative—and the con-sequences. 
I told him 1 would make the sacrifice 
for the Union. He asked me if I knew 
what it would mean in my state. 
I 


told him I realized thoroughly—-that I 
might die. politically, but if my political 
death would add to the prospects- of 
preserving the Union I would gladly 
make the sacrifice.

They looked 
upon me jis a traitor, but I felt that I 
had done my duty—that my oppor- 
tunity had come and that I had fol- 
lowed the proper course.

weight was raised from the shoulders 
of Mr. Lincoln. Before long the sound 
of victories wag in the air. 
The North 


was cemented together.

and 


Sherman began their glorious cam- 
paigns. 
Another short year and the 


Union was re-united. 


"There were many men in public life 


in the days of the war whose conduct 
was not at all praiseworthy.

E. W. Metcalf, a young man prominently con- 
nected, residing at 38 East San Antonio avenue, San Jose, had tele- 
phoned, the Ilg family of the presence of their sister in, the Garden 
City. 
No Doubt About It, He Says 


"There's no doubt about it," he said through the phone, "if yow 


want to see your sister, come down on the 3 o'clock train." 


The brother of the young woman lost no time. 'He even hired 


a taxicab and, with Detective Cashel, swung aboard the last coach 
just as the train was pulling out of the Third and Townsend street 
depot. 


With the pair went a number of newspaper men and several 


amateur'sleuths. . AH' were bent on the quest and many thought 
that the final lap in the race to find the missing girl was being run. 
Mysterious Metcalf Is Cautious 


When San Jose was reached Metcalf met the detectives and the 


brother at the depot as arranged. . Either he wanted to make sure 
of the reward and desired no interference, or he was of an eccentric 
turn of mind, for he requested Cashel not to accompany hint, and 
took Ilg along to see the girl. 


She proved to be a stenographer in the Hotel Montgomery and 


but slightly resembled the description of'May Ilg. Disheartened 
and discouraged, 'the party returned to the city, arriving at 9 p. m., 
and another bit of evidence had fallen to the ground. 
White Slavery Theory Still Held 


The.police.are not fully satisfied that the girl is not the victim 


of white slavers. Detectives well acquainted with the workings of 
this organization seem to place more credence in this theory than 
in any other. Detective Behan paid a hurried visit to a resort on ' 
the ocean beach as the result of a,mysterious telephone communica- 
tion from a "leak" employed in one of these places. The detective 
was told that a girl answering the description of Miss Ilg, even to 
the facial, blemishes, w.as seen in one. of the resorts. When the 
sleuth arrived on, the scene the girl had disappeared.

"I see you had Major Sidney A. Cloman—'Kid' 


Cloman of the army—as a sort of dude in your col- 
umns of last week/' said a Bohemian Club friend the 
other day. "Well, if you sized him up that way you 
got off wrong. To be sure, he's recently come from a 


! four-year service as military attache of our embassy 
at the court of St. James, but he's no more a dude,now 
than he was when he was in command of the Univers- 
ity Cadets at Berkeley. 


"Pie got the boys so fond of him that it became 


unpopular to 'cut' drill, and I recall an incident of how 
they learned and loved to follow him. It was in the 
days before the San Francisco police learned to con- 
trol the crowds, and paraders were always interfered 
with.

"Up galloped a subordinate, saluted and said: 
" 'They have swung their companies right across 


our line of march, sir !' 


"Well, Cloman never turned his head, but rode 


right on, saying- softly: 


" 'Tell them to come through!' 
"In about a minute the air was full of militia he- 


roes, their guns and accoutrements. Those football 
rushers didn't want any better fun than bucking those 
militia lines. 
Old General Shafter, on .the reviewing 


stand, saw the whole thing and said: 


" 'You'll hear of that young officer some day!"

"And sure enough we did begin to hear of Cloman 


in the Philippines. He captured an outlaw band sin- 
gle-handed, with the same grit with which he had rid- 
den into the hostile Indian camp after the murderer 
of Lieutenant Casey in the troubles on the Big Horn. 


"Then he was in charge of the rations, at Manila. 


The rations provided for beef, but there was no beef. 
The country was alive with ducks, but government red 
tape wouldn't permit the issuing of ducks as part of 
the ration.

The. publication .by the press, of Sacramento that 


Governor Johnson will, appoint. Frank Newbert of 
that city to the Fish: and-Game Commission as suc- 
cessor to! David Starr Jordan, who sent his resigna- 
tion to the Governor, some time ago, has again called 
attention to "this department in which all devotees'of 
rod and gun are so much interested. 


When last in -general public notice a legislative 


committee was engaged in investigating the commis- 
sion, and -particularly :M. • Jv Conri'ell-, the member from 
Los Angeles. 
At this inquiry Fred G. Sanborn of 


this city, and newly, appointed'by the Governor as 
president of the commission, was specially active as. 
prosecutor. 


The principle allegation against Connell was that 


he had encouraged the guardian of a State preserve 
or feeding ground to shoot ducks .over upon a private 
preserve maintained by some wealthy citizens of Los 
Angeles, and of which club Connell was a member 
and officer.

It was also charged that one day as Assemblyman 


Preisker of'meadow lark fame was taking a short cut 
across this private preserve to "cry an auction" he 
was stopped by a shotgun in th'fe hands of a keeper 
and only permitted'to continue on 'his way on the 


declaration of liis high office in the State. That Com- 
missioner Connell had displayed a weakness for ex-

cealed in the bottom of the craft. This

The British House of Lords will render submission to the House 


of Commons instead of compelling the Asquith-Lloyd George min- 
istry to create 400 new peers to override the Lords, veto of the bill 
restricting the legislative powers of the house.of peers. .Hereafter 
the lords will have nothing to say about bills involving taxation, 
revenue and grants of money. The resistance of the peers virtually 
ended when the King gave them to understand that he would cre- 
ate any number of new peers that the commons asked for. 


The passage of the Asquith-Lloyd-George bill will be the great- 


est constitutional change in England since the revolution of 1688, 
when the hereditary monarch, James II, was driven from the throne 
and William of Orange, made King in his stead. At Runnyrneade 
King John was forced to concede'a portion of the royal-authority to 
the barons. 
Certain rights were also conceded to the commons in 


Magna Charta which embodied principles which have gradually de- 
velooed into the system which has made the governing power of 
the English nation. From the peace of Runnymeade dates the rise 
of constitutional monarchy in Great Britain. 


In the second revolution, during the reign of Charles I, the com- 


mons asserted their rights to be the commanding legislative force 
in the kingdom. The assertion of this right was carried so far that 
the King was beheaded on a charge of committing treason against 
'the realm of which he was the sovereign, and the commons ruled 
for a time without a King and without letting the lords have a share 
'in the government. On the return of Charles II the lords were're- 
stored to their ancient prerogatives and the commons were usually 
subservient to the wishes of the King, although they thwarted and 
defied him on more than one occasion. 
i 


The third great constitutional change came when James II was 


expelled from the kingdom, deprived of his sovereignty and out- 
lawed. Parliament not only changed,the dynasty, but laid down the 
^ 


rule that the King reigned by the consent and with the authority of 
Parliament. William and Mary thus came to the throne as deputies 
of the people. They had the shadow of hereditary right, it is true, 
but they dispossessed the direct heir andjthe reigning sovereign. So 
the second expulsion of the Stuarts was "accomplished by asserting 
the rule that the monarch governed solely by consent of the'gov- 
erned. His title was good only so long as his conduct pleased the 
people—his subjects were in reality his masters. During the reign 
of George III efforts were made with some temporary success to 
restore the ancient prerogatives of the crown, but the accession of 
George IV found the commons still more entrenched in power. Soon 
the sovereign ceased to rule and government was administered by 
a ministry primarily chosen by the house of commons. 


Now another great step has been taken toward freeing the Brit- 


ish government from the traditions of caste' and the influence of 
hereditary privilege. The commons have asserted" their right to 'cur- 
tail the powers and prerogatives of the house of peers, and in doing 
so have reduced that body to a dependent and subordinate position.- 
That the peers will nominally consent to this degradation counts for 
nothing, seeing that they did so under compulsion. To use Lord 
Lansdowne's expression, "they drink hemlock to avoid execution." 
The Asquith bill does not abolish the House of Lords, but it ex- 
cludes that body from participation in the more important functions 
of legislation. ' It' asserts the superiority of the elective over the 
hereditary body and'the power of the electorate to change, the conr 
stitution without asking the consent of a body which represents 
nothing more than the accident of birth and the traditions of feudal- 
ism. It is the most momentous political change England has seen 
since the accession of-. William III, and marks the beginning of the 
end of interference by aristocratic privilege with the course of legis- 
lation. Of late years the lords have done little else than to obstruct 
and thwart Liberal majorities in the House of Commons, vetoing 
measures which displeased them and compelling the democratic 
body to dissolve parliament and appeal to the country at frequent 
intervals. In short, the lords-have periodically exercised their pow- 
ers and prerogatives to aid the partisan schemes of the Conserva- 
tive or aristocratic party until- the commons have turned .to and 
stripped the lords of their power and prerogatives. The lords are 
left their tokens, gewgaws, robes and titles, but they have little else 
to boast of. A militant and exasperated democracy has beaten them 
into submission and tied their hands against further mischief.

Let us give due credit to* Hon. John D. Works. He was the only 


one of the insurgent group, save Pointdexter of Washington, that 
voted for the reciprocity bill. • Senator Works has been consistently 
in favor of the bill from the start, and did not permit.himself to: be 
seduced by La Follette, Bristow and Cummins : to give his -vote 
against a meritorious proposition which is endorsed by three out of 
four Californians. Senator Perkins, of course, voted for the bill, but 
it was to be expected that he would stand by the President and the 
wishes of his constituents, so there is no special occasion for re- 
joicing over his vote for reciprocity. 
But it is really gratifying to 


find Senator Works lined up on the right side. 


During the excessively hot weather that recently prevailed in 


New York the ice dealers more than doubled their prices. It was 
naturally charged that the dealers were taking a merciless advan- 
tage of the extremities of the poor, that they were making human 
suffering an agency for extorting exorbitant profits from their cus- 
tomers. The ice dealers loudly denied the .charges. They said 
prices had been raised because there was a shortage of ice, and that 
the supply would have been exhausted if an advance in prices "had 
not checked consumption. It was not a convincing defense, of 
course, but it was a sort of defense till it came to be examined. 
Mayor Gaynor ordered the chief of police to investigate and make 
an immediate report to him. This was done and the report com- 
pletely explodes the "short supply" defense set up'by the ice deal- 
ers. There was plenty of ice on hand for all purposes when •: the 
prices were raised. Moreover, the report shows that the dealers 
acted in collusion in raising prices and then framed up the lie about 
the supply being short as an excuse for about as infamous a trans- 
action as has occured since paupers were skinned in Massachusetts 
that gloves might be made of their hides. When they had plenty 
of ice the dealers conspired to raise the price and in-doing so adopted 
a method that the law-declares to be criminal. Using the police to 
make such an investigation as the one ordered by Mayor Gaynor is 
a little irregular, but it was justified in this instance. It expbsed'a 
heartless and wicked .conspiracy and convicted the conspirators of 
the lie they invented to excuse their inhuman conduct.

Use of and Necessity for Bank Reserves. 


It is strange to hear men experienced in finance arguing that 


bank reserves are idle and unprofitable and serve no useful purpose 
:han cannot be served in some other way, but such there are and 
they are not slow to express their views. However, none of them 
lave ventured to suggest -a way by which the money tied up in bank 
rsserves can be released without destroying the security on which 
:he banking system rests. They point to bank "reserves as idle 'hoards 
of capital, but make no mention of the necessity for holding in re- 
serve stocks of ready money to meet contingencies which may at any 
:ime arise. 


, Bank, reserves are an insurance against panic and insolvency. 


Their compulsory maintenance is a safeguard against financial im- 
providence if not profligacy. The money, although lying in vaults, 
s as necessarily employed in conserving credit and the; stability of 
the monetary system as the money actually in circulation. • It is be- 
ing put to a definite and essential use for which no substitute lias 
yet been found. ...It is performing a function which must be per- 
formed if there is to be financial security and money kept in active 
circulation on standard terms. 
. 


One might as well say that .the stock 3. merchant carries is idle 


and useless ..'as to say that bank reserves are idle..hoards. Every 
merchant carries a stock representing a large sum of money; he is 
selling continually, from this stock, but he is also constantly re- 
plenishing it, .and hence always has'a large amount of capital con- 
tinuously invested in his business. This money is represented, by 
unsold and unused goods. No matter how much he sells there is al- 
ways on his hands a stock of unsold arid^unused.goocjst.': It is:ri.ec£s- 
sary in his business. This invested capital, lying idle .from a super- 
ficial point of view, is- in reality as actively employed as the money 
going back and forth across his counters. 


Now the farmer who stores hay and grain to feed his stock in 


time of scarcity and weather stress has apparently so much capital 
lying idle, but the storage is a necessity. His stock of hay and grain 
serve for him the same purpose that a cash reserve does for the bank. 
It is in fact the farmer's bank, reserve. 
It is an insurance against 


scarcity and future need.; it-makes him secure in the same :sense that 
the reserve makes the bank secure.

Now money held as a bank reserve is entirely different from 


money laid away in a safe deposit or hid in an old sock. It is a vis- 
ible and available supply. Money hoarded away privately is invis- 
ible and performs no function whatever. 
It is money withdrawn 


from circulation and concealed, arid hence lessens the volume of cir- 
culating medium without being a visible evidence of reserve and 
security. 
• 


Banks deal la money and credits. The capital they employ is 


furnished, mainly by depositors, and .with that'capital they back the 
credit of men engaged''in commercial and industrial-pursuits. They 
cannot get the deposits unless their own .credit is good, and if they, 
cannot get deposits they cannot finance' merchants and rhanufac^ur- 
ers. Reserves are necessary, to strengthen the credit of the,banks 
and give security to the depositors. 
Hence they are 'backing the 


credit of the'banks' customers, assisting to keep money'in circula- 
tion and provide for the general needs of business. Their duty is 
analogous to that of the vaults and watchmen that protect bank de- 
posits from .burglars..and thieves. But their most vital and neces- 
sary duty'is to,keep in.,plain view a certain proportion of the circu- 
lation medium-under.banking command. 


. The vote on the. reciprocity bill in the Senate shows the same 


anomaly that was exhibited when the measure passed the House. In 
the Senate a Republican majority of 3 was cast against the bill, while 
all the Democrats but three voted for it. In the House all the Demo- 
crats save eleven voted aye, while the Republicans polled fourteen 
majority in the negative. So the chief measure presented to Con- 
gress by. a Republican President_ has been passed in both houses 
primarily by Democratic .votes. What.the. political:'consequences 
will be no one. can at,this .moment foretell.' In the'House sixty-four 
Republicans voted,for and 'seventy-eight against the-'bill. \Tn ..the 
Senate twenty-one Republicans voted for and.: twenty-four against. 
This is a:,proo_f that the Republican camp is.liadly divided, and the 
outlook is not brightened b'y the fact that'only a minority of his 
party stood /with the President-.in. either house.

BARBARISM AND MARRIAGE J& 


There seems to be no end of the 
arratlon of the barbarics of marriage 
s revealed In the police and court 
hronlcles of the day. This immedt- 
te vicinity Is furnishing its full share 
f these deplorable stories. 
Tester- 
ay's papers, for Instance, told of a 
hlld wife.of 12 years married to a 
.an 65 years of age, incidentally bo- 
oming mother to ten children, half 
f wKonv-are-older than she. 
Tho?e 
nterested- In the India mission often 
hudder >at stories which did .not re- 
ealj more barbarism than is involved 
n this case,. if 'the allegations made 
y the pitiable little girl-wife are .even 
ubstantially true. That such crimes 
an be committed in the second de- 
ade of the twentieth century and in 
he TJnlted States, by parents, magis- 
rates .and others in .authority seems 
ncredible and the law is grossly in- 
dequate If somebody is not severely 
unish'ed for robbing:-.this child of her 
hildhood In sucti a barbarous fashion. 
. father who-would give his daughter 
f 12 years to a man five and a half 
1m es her age; a man of this age/who 
vould marry a child of such tender 
ears,-and -a magistrate who would 
lerform 
the 
ceremony-—surely 
all 
hese come, within the province of the 
aw governing common decency and 
rood public-.policy. . 


If this case' arouses 
indignation. 


however, what must be said of a hus- 
band who beats his wife, until, goaded 
to desperation, the muddy waters of 
the river offer the only refuge from an 
intolerable condition? A woman was 
rescued from committing suicide the 
other day as she was about to take 
the fatal step, with her little children 
clinging to her skirts. 
Her sole rea- 
son for the mad step was that her 
husband beat her until she could bear 
It no longer. 
Medieval punishment 


suggests nothing that would be too 
severe fpr such a husband. 


Still another type of barbarian fig- 
ured in the same day's news from this 
vicinity, when an evangelist who left 
his wife ip support her self by toiling 
in a laundry while he spent his time 
"saving souls" was ordered by circuit 
court to pay the wife 530 a month ali- 
mony. It would, seem that the right 
place for such u "soul saver" was the 
mourners' bench, where 
he himself 
might get some faint Inkling of the 
meaning of the religion which ho pro- 
fanes by preaching. 
The lesson of all this is not that the 
world' is getting worse, but that some 
of the people In It are so bad they 
could hardly be worse. 
Sporadic in- 
stances of barbarism only makes civi- 
lization, which is the rule and not the 
exception, all the moro consplcloua.— 
Kansas City Journal. 


MAPPING THE WILDS 


h9.^ British icolony -or'the Gold Coast 


with A shanti is about as large aa New 
York . State. 
A map ! of ' more' than 40 


sheets In four colors has now been fin- 


:hed. The Gold Coast is the first of the 


British tropical African colonies to havs 
a complete and modern -map on a scale 
argre enough to show a great deal of de- 
tail. 


The surveys and maps hav^e cost $340,- 


000 and nine years of work. 
The map 


was necessary as a basis of economic 
development 
Gold Is the chief product, 


and the mining companies are exporting 
more than $700,000 worth of it a. month. 
Disputes over th'a boundaries of mining 
claims and other, property wera Inces- 
sant, out even African colonies that have 
little or.no gold-find that it is worth all 
it costs to produce- good maps of the 
new possessions. 


Enormous difficulties had to be sur- 


mounted In making this map. Most of the 
Gold Coast is covered with trees run- 
ning up to a height of 200 feet or moro. 
There are few good roads, most of the 
highways' being merely narrow, winding 
trades. 
The damp tropical heat aver- 


ages SO de grees the year around, 
sap- 


ping the strength of "the strongest men. 
To make accurate surveys narrow lanes 
had to be cut through the dense forests, 
and along these clearings tho framework 
lines of the survey wera carefully laid 
down. Then natives trained In the gov- 
ernment schools until they becom* satis- 
factory surveyors filled in the details of 
tho country between the framework lines 
by means of compas surveys. Ten par- 
ties, each made up of two or three whito 
men and about fifty natives, were en- 
gaged In these surveys. 


Nowhere-i nthe world are surveys and 


map making being pushed more ^rapidly 
than in Africa. 
The German ten-sheet 


maps of Togo and large parts of Ger- 
man East and Southwest Africa and th« 
Cameroon;? are among the best maps of 
thekind ever made In new lands. 
The 


French, English and Belgians are al- 
most equally active, and the hundreds of 
map sheets now before the public givo a 
far more accurate Idea of the- resrlons 
they represent than could have been de- 
rived from any map of Alaska published 
twenty-five years ago. 


•%$ PRISON REFORM 


Governor Foss of'Massachusetts takes a 


somewhat amblgious position on tha sub- 
ject of prison reform. 
While declaring 


himself in favor of the parole system, he 
qualifies his approval by maintaining that 
It must be "practiced Judiciously." 


In tha lost word is the meat of his 


statement. "Judiciously" Is Indefinite and 
might be made to hide a multitude 
of 


subsequent evasions. 


It would appear to be fairly well set- 


tlod in the United States that th« parolo 
power should bo used to a. considerable 
extent.'1 Whether :it is used "Judiciously" 


a subject upon which there is ample 


room for argument. 


Recently, - in an Eastern State, a par- 


doned convict grew angry when a citizen 
chanced to step on his toes. He drew o 
revolver and shot 
promiscuously about 


ilm, sending several men to the hospital. 
He had been at liberty only a short time 
uefo're tho Jail gates again clanged to 
aehlnd him. 


Certainly, in his case, tha pardon had 


not been "judiciously" granted. 
Nor is 


hia case a solitary one. 
Illinois' recently 


had a sad instance where a man who had 
been granted thlfl favor was returned to 
prison within a short time—a murderer. 


Tlie question Is a tremendously big ono. 


It touches that deep humanity that Is 
within us all, whether law-breakers or 
law-observers. 
The 
"honor" 
system 


among criminals has proved amazingly 
successful in many Instances. It has been 
found of especial benefit in treating chil- 
dren. 


Tet, every once In a while, an ugly case 


creeps Into jjrlnt—a caso 
that 
would 


seem to bolster up. the stern doctrines of 
other days, when men believed that "ones

apprehension which may lead in tha end 
to severe and pronounced Insomnia. Thla 
Is a very serious matter, not merely for 
bad sleepe/s themselves, but for all who 
have to depend on their services.

For many years we have heard of a 


plan of abolishing passports, of ex- 
tending privileges to American Jews, 
>f abolishing the Palo of Settlement, 
but

of these statements were 


mere emanations of Russia's duplicity 
and of her lying diplomacy. Unques- 
tionably Russia thoroughly appreci- 
ates that the present movement for 
an abrogation, of the treaty of 1832 Is 
the most serious that has thus far 
been undertaken. She la undoubtedly 
aware of the feeling that has been 
aroused 
throughout 
tho 
country 


against the outrage which has been 
Inflicted on American citizenship. 
It 


is, therefore, In accordance with Rus- 
sia's cunning to give out these In- 
spired utterances indicating her de- ' 
sire to please the American people 
and to give to those Jews who are 
prominent in the business world the 
right to cn'er Russia. 


This Is coupled with the sardonic 


suggestion that the great 
difficulty 


•which stands in the way of the Rus- 
sian government is- the possibly hos- 
tile attitude of the duma, which, It 
Is feared, may not approve 
of 
the 


proposed measure. 
The very sugges- 


tion that the duma, which' has""been 
coerced Into a state of abject hu- 
mility, which does not even possess 
the shadow of power or authority, 
which is but a subservient tool of the 
government, would be permitted to 
oppose any government policy, is a 
gross insult to the intelligence of the 
American people. 
The duma is as 


powerless as a babe in arms. It is a 
mere puppet. 
All life, all Initiative, 


has been squeezed out of it by Rus- 
sian bureaucracy, which Is as pow~ 
erful today as it was before the Rus- 
sian revolution, 


TRYING TO FOOL PEOPLE. 


I have no hesitation, therefore, In 


eaylng that if this article emanates 
from the Russian representatives at 
Washington, it Is but another effort 
to fool tho American people and to 
bring about a suspension of action 
by, congress looking to the abrogation 
of the treaty, in the hope that the 
present public interest may die out, 
that the Important issue presented be 
forgotten and that another decade 
may come and go before congress will 
again open its eyes to the colossal In- 
sult which has been inflicted upon 
our country. 


But even were Russia sincere in 


her alleged expression 
of 
purpose, 


even 
wero 
she to admit American 


Jews traveling abroad on business, 
into 
the 
Dale 
of 
settlement, that 


would not meet the proposition which 
now confronts congrtss. 
The ques- 


tion involved in tho . present agita- 
tion Is not whether tho rich Jews or 
those who have 
acauired 
business 


standing shall be admitted into Rus- 
sia, but whether any American citi- 
zen, whoever he may 
be,, -whither 


rich or poor, merchant or otherwise, 
shall be discriminated 
against 
by 


Russia in tho very teeth of the treaty 
of 1S32 and notwithstanding its pro- 
visions, which are applicable to all 
.American citizens. 


I am not a merchant, neither is my 


wife, nor are my children merchants. 
Why should we. If we desire to visit 
Russia as American citizens, be ex- 
cluded because we are, Jews and be- 
cause we are not merchants? Why 
even as to merchants should there be 
a discrimination, which would restrict 
their right 
to 
sojourn 
and 
travel 


within the pale of settlement, which 
would exclude them from St. Peters- 
burg. Moscow, and other great com- 
mercial centers? 
No; this is not a 


case for a mere palliative nor for the 
granting of a special favor or the be- 
stowing of grace upon, a certain part 
of the Jews of America. 


ASK NO FAVORS. 


We are asking for no favors and 


for no special 
privileges.

are 


merely asking that the right of every 
American citizen, Jew or non-Jew, 
Irrespective of race or creed, shall be

Russia in accordance

United States. We are opposed to 
the creation of any privileged class of 
American citizens or of any class of 
American citizens who are to be sub- 
teeter! to adverse discrimination.

Judge Camp- 
bell, although suffering excruciating 
injury, had the presence" of mind to 
save his own life, as he lay in immi- 
nent danger of being ground.to death 
beneath the wheels of the train, which 
caused him such severe injuries. 


Judge Campbell had been arguing 


a case In Sacramento and was return- 
ing homo 
on the 
Overland train. 
He had been dining and thought to 
take a constitutional on the Solano, 
which feries the big- train across the 
strait from 
Benicla to Port Costa. 


The weather was^especlally "warm and 
when the attorney reached the deck 
he proceeded to walk up and down. 


STRUCK BY CARS. 


Not notl'ng that .the steamer 
had 


landed, he was standing; next a wall 
when a section of his train started 
foward. 
Before he noticed its 
ap- 
proach, the flrst coach.was upon him 
and there was not sufficient space be- 
tween the boarding and the train for 
a human body. 


Juflgo Campbell is s. man of portly 


build and he was struck by the on- 
coming, train and rolled round and 
round between the beams an3 
the 


side of the coach. 
In this manner 


three ribs on each side were broken 
and -his left arna'v/as snapped. 
His 


chest also was badly crushed and he, 
i-'ul'fered cuts and bruises of the 
en- 
tire body. 


At length he was thrown to the 


fleck, his broken arm striking on the 
rail. 
The rear wheels of the 
car 


were approaching rapidly and with 
rare presence of mind, and unable to 
move the fractured limb, the attorney, 
with his other hand drew the arm out 
of harm's \vay, and threw himself to 
one side just in 'time to avoid being 
ground to pieces. 


TAKEN TO HOSPITAL. 


His predicament was soon noticed 


and he was made as comfortable ,as 
possible on the train by a physician 
who chanced-to-be-a passenger. 
The 


railroad officials wanted to remove 
Mm to the Southern Pacific hospital, 
but his request to go to St. Winifred's 
was acceded to and, on the arrival of 
the ferry at this side, an ambulance 
was in waiting and at 11 o'clock the 
injured man was under the care of his 
family physician, Dr. Wlnslow An- 
derson. 


His wife and daughter had also 


•been summoned and were quickly at 
his bedside, where they have 
re- 


mained almost continually ever since. 
Dr. Anderson, In giving a bulletin 


of his patient's condition late 
to- 
night said: 


"Mr. Campbell Is showing surpris- 


ing vitality, but he has suffered three 
fractured ribs on each side and 
a 
broken arm. 
Whether the lung has 


been punctured or whether the crush- 
ing of his chest may have resulted In 
internal injuries, we' rto not know 
yet. 
We dressed his Injuries again 


tonight, but I cannot make any pre- 
dictions as to the outcome at 
this 
time. 


HOPEFtTTj OF RECOVERY. 


"The possibilities are what we fear. 


At present his condition • Is all that 
could be looked for and we are hope- 
ful of the result."

Coroner's Jury Holds .Henry 


Ciay Beattie Jr. for Wife 


Murder. 


DAMAGING EVIDENCE IS 


GIVEN AT THE HEARING 


Woman Produces Letter and 


Claims That Defendant Is 


Father of Child. 


RICHMOND, Va., July 22.—Henry 
Clay Beattie Jr. was held responsible 
by the coroner's jury this afternoon 
for the murder of his wife, Louise, 
last Thursday night on the Midlothian 
road, five miles south of Richmond. 
Damaging evidence was brought out 
ag-ainst the young man, who says 
a 
stranger killed her while the couple 
were riding- in their automobile. 
Seattle's cousin had already testi- 
fied that ho bought a shotgun for the 
young man and this weapon playeit 
an important part 
in today's pro- 
ceedings before Coroner Loving. 


Tho flrst witness called at the aft- 


ernoon session was Mary Alexander, 
a negro woman. She found a single- 
barreled shotgun near the road at 
about the place where Mrs. Beattie 
was shot and turned it over to the 
authorities. 
' 


Paul Beattie was the next witness 


called to the stand. He examined the 
gun, 
already identified by-the negro 


woman, and said he boug-ht it last 
Saturday. 


ASKED FOR SHOTGOTT. 


"That night," said the witness, "my 
cousin, Henry, took me within several 
blocks of the pawnshop in his auto, 
a'nd 
stopping to'fix his lights told me 


to go over and get the gun. 


"He gave me $4 Friday when he 
first asked me to get the gun and 5 
cents to buy some shells." 
The witness became giddy here and 
had to leave the stand. 


Henry Beattle showed intense Inter- 
est while his cousin was testifying. 


Beulah Binford, who swore yester- 
day that Henry Clay Beattie was the 
father of her child, came, back 
to 


Richmond about 
two 
months ago, 
after having been away for more than 
a year. 
She told Beattie 
she was 


coming 
and he advised against it. 


She wrote and telephoned to him. He 
met her here by appointment! Miss 
Binford has turned over to the cor- 
oner the following letter, which she 
•testified was written to her by Henry 
Beattie July 14: 


OCEANS OB1 LOTB. 


"Dear Kid: 
Pay this ten on the 


furniture and make him give you an 
Itemized bill and what you are to pay 
each week. Don't get Irma to call me 
any more.

motive for the assassination of Mrs 
Beattie. 
Henry Beattie sticks to his 
first story that a man they met on 
the road shot the- woman without pro- 
vocation. 
Detectives working on the 
case state they have evidence that in- 
dicates that Mrs. Eeattie was shot b5 
a hired assassin, who was to receive 
$1000 for tho crime.

tigating- tho sugar trust to make 
a 


demand for hitherto unrevealed re- 
cords of the trust, was furnished to- 
day by Claus A. Spreckels, president 
• and 
majority stock owner of 
the 
Federal Sugar Heflnery company, de- 
scribed as the only refinery which is 
outside the Influence and a fighting- 
-ompetitor of the trust. 


Spreckels virtually charged that the 
trust, through its constituents in thp 
West, is continuing to receive rebates 
from the railroads or is manipulating 
the sugar output in the West in re- 
straint of trade. 


Telling of the troubles -which 
at- 


tended the infancy of the Federal Su- 
gar Refining company organized 
In 


1902, 
Spreckela 
made 
Innuendos 


which created a stir in the circuit 
courtroom, where the sessions of the 
committee are being.held. 
He 
said 


that from the beginning the company 
had trouble with its machinery, cir- 
cumstances indicating It was being 
tampered with.' 


SUGAR WAS TAPPED. 


Then the sugar was damaged. Con- 


ditions got so bad that about a year 
following the opening of the plant he 
personally paid a .midnight visit to 
the refineries. 
He ordered -workmen 


on duty to open barrels which were 
standing around. 


He found they'-- contained 
matter 
that If allowed to get into the sugar 
would 
have 
absolutely 
ruined the 


business. 
Dead rats were found In 


some of the barrels. 


At tho time, Spreckels said, 
the 


sugar liquors would be run out of the 
ta.nks and into the sewers. But, he 
added, he has never been able to get

WOULD BE CHEAPER.

Famous Arctic Explorer Would 


Conduct Expedition Under 
World's Fair Patronage. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, 
July 
22.—If 
nothing goes amiss with the plans 
of Captain Evelyn Briggrs Baldwin, 
the . famous 
arctic 
explorer, , some 
time during the summer of 1913 two 
odd-looking sister ships, the Atlantic 
and the Pacific will sail from ;. San 
Francisco 
harbor, . bound 
for 
the 


North pole. 


It is the present plan that 
Bald- 


win's venture shall be under the aus- 
pices of the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion company. 
Baldwin has already 
commenced arrangements with tne 
World's Fair officials. 


It is his plan to sail, with twenty- 


five - men,.' for Point Barrow, Alaska, 
and from there to drift across 
the 
Polar sea, 'reaching;' the North.Atlan- 
tic within, four years. He .expects to 
keep in touch with the world through 
wireless messages flashed from-', his 
ships to the government stations in 
the far north. 


The' ships will be constructed after 


the old Dutch; Galliot type. They 
will be 150 feet long and 34 
feet 
wide. They will be built entirely of 
oak, heavily braced and shaped 
to 


withstand- the tremendous pressure 
of ice floes. 


Baldwin made his last trip to the 
Polar regions In 1901 as commander 
of the 
J3aHv.-ln-Zeigler 
expedition, 
when he established a line of 
sta- 
tions through Franz Josef's Land uri 
to Crown 
Prince

land,
